CITY  OF  VANCOUVER  BY-LAWS. 


By-Law  No.  2B. 


A By-Law  to  Amend  By-Law  No.  1A. 
rn  II E Licensing  Board  of  the  City  of  Vancouver, 

I in  open  meeting  assembled,  enacts  as  follows : 

By-law  No.  1A  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  all  the  words  in  section  70  thereof  after  the 
word  “ keeper,”  where  it  occurs  in  the  lltb  line 
of  said  section,  to  the  end  thereof. 

And  said  By-law  is  further  amended  by  inserting 
as  section  70A  thereof,  the  following  section  : 

70 A.  Sub-section  1.  The  word  “ bartender,” 
when  used  in  this  section  shall  mean  and  include 
any  person  who  sells,  supplies  or  dispenses  liquor 
in  any  hotel  licensed  under  this  By-law  to  any 
person  whomsoever  in  or  upon  the  premises  of  such 
hotel. 

Sub-section  2.  No  keeper,  as  defined  in  the  pre- 
ceding section  of  this  By-law,  shall  employ  any 
bartender,  or  permit  any  person  to  sell,  supply  or 
dispense  liquors,  or  to  act  as  bartender  in  any  way 
in  or  upon  the  premises  of  such  licensed  hotel,  who 
has  not  first  obtained  a licence  under  this  By-law. 

Sub-section  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son to  sell,  supply  or  dispense  liquors,  or  act  as  a 
bartender,  as  defined  in  this  By-law,  in  any  way 
in  or  upon  the  premises  of  any  hotel  licensed  under 
this  By-law,  without  having  first  obtained  a licence 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  any 
person  selling,  supplying  or  dispensing  liquors  as 
aforesaid,  in  or  upon  the  premises  of  any  licensed 
hotel  under  this  By-law,  without  having  obtained 
the  licence  as  required  by  this  section,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a violation  of  this  By-law  and  liable  to 
the  penalties  of  the  same. 

Sub-section  4.  In  the  event  of  any  bartender 
licensed  under  this  section  being  convicted  of  any 
breach  of  this  By-law,  the  Licence  Commissioners 
may  thereupon  cancel  the  said  licence. 

Sub-section  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the 
Licence  Commissioners  to  issue  a licence  to  any 
female. 

Sub-section  G.  All  persons  desiring  to  obtain  a 
licence  under  this  section,  as  a bartender,  shall 
make  application  therefor  to  the  Licence  Inspector, 
and  shall  deposit  with  the  said  Inspector  at  the 
time  of  making  said  application  the  certificate 
required  by  the  nest  succeeding  section. 

Sub-section  7.  Before  any  licence  shall  be  issued 
to  any  person  under  this  section,  the  person  apply- 
ing for  the  same  shall  produce  to  the  Inspector  the 
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certificate  of  the  Chief  Constable  of  the  City  of 
A ancouver,  to  the  effect  that  such  applicant  is  a 
fit  and  proper  person  to  hold  such  licence  as  a 
bartender,  and  the  Licence  Inspector  shall  issue 
such  licence  on  the  production  of  such  certificate 
and  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  $2.00. 

Sub-section  S.  Such  licence  shall  only  be  valid 
during  the  currency  of  the  licence  year  during 
which  it  is  issued,  and  shall  expire  on  the  first  day 
of  July  in  each  and  every  year. 

Sub-section  9.  Every  bartender  licensed  under 
this  section  shall  produce  his  licence  forthwith,  on 
request,  to  any  Inspector,  or  other  official  appointed 
by  the  Licensing  Board,  or  to  any  constable  or 
police  officer,  and  any  bartender  refusing  to  so 
produce  such  licence  when  requested  so  to  do,  shall 
be  liable  to  the  penalties  of  this  By-law. 

Sections  71  and  72  of  By-law  No.  1A  are  hereby 
repealed,  and  the  following  sections  substituted  in 
lieu  thereof  : — - 

Section  71.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  sell  liquors  within  the  City  of  Vancouver,  with- 
out first  having  obtained  a licence  therefor  as 
required  by  this  By-law. 

Section  72.  For  any  and  every  violation  of  any 
part  or  portion  of  this  By-law,  for  which  no  penalty 
is  heretofore  imposed,  or  of  non-compliance  with 
any  of  the  provisions  or  requirements  thereof,  shall, 
upon  conviction  before  the  Mayor,  Police  Magis- 
trate, Justice  or  Justices  of  the  Peace  convicting, 
pay  a penalty  of  not  less  than  $50.00,  nor  more 
than  $100,  and  costs,  for  each  offence,  and  in 
default  of  payment  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate,  or  any  Justice  or 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them 
acting  together  therein,  then  under  the  hand  and 
seal  of  one  of  them,  to  levy  the  said  penalty  and 
costs,  or  penalty  or  costs,  only  by  distress  and  sale 
of  the  offender’s  goods  and  chattels,  and  in  case  of 
no  sufficient  distress  to  satisfy  the  said  penalty  and 
costs,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor,  Police 
Magistrate,  Justice  or  Justices  of  the  Peace  con- 
victing, or  any  of  them,  to  commit  the  offender  or 
offenders  to  the  common  gaol,  or  any  lock-up  house 
in  the  City  of  Vancouver,  for  any  period  not 
exceeding  two  months,  unless  the  said  penalty  and 
costs,  or  penalty  or  costs  be  sooner  paid.

And  whereas  the  said  Council  is  of  opinion  that  the  drainage  of  the  locality  described  is  desir- 
able : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  said  Municipal  Council  of  the  said  District  Municipality  of 
Saanich,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “Municipal  Clauses  Act”: — 

1.  That  the  said  report,  plans  and  estimates  be  adopted,  and  the  said  drain,  and  the  works 
connected  therewith,  be  made  and  constructed  in  accordance  therewith. 

2.  That  the  Reeve  of  the  said  District  Municipality  may  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  Corpor- 
ation of  the  said  District  Municipality  the  sum  of  .$7,906.00,  being  the  funds  necessary  for  the  work, 
and  may  issue  debentures  of  the  Corporation  to  that  amount  in  sums  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  and  payable  within  twenty  years  from  the  date  thereof,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of 
five  per  centum  per  annum,  that  is  to  say  in  half-yearly  payments,  such  debentures  to  be  payable  at 
Victoria,  and  to  have  attached  to  them  coupons  for  the  payment  of  interest. 

3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  sum  of  $7,906.00,  being  the  amount  charged  against  the 
said  lands  so  to  be  benefited  as  aforesaid,  other  than  lands  belonging  to  the  Municipality,  and  to 
cover  interest,  thereon  for  twenty  years  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum,  the  following 
special  rates,  over  and  above  all  other  rates,  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  upon  the  under-mentioned 
lots  and  parts  of  lots,  and  the  amount  of  the  said  special  rates  and  interest  assessed  as  aforesaid 
against,  each  lot  or  part  of  lot,  respectively,  shall  be  divided  into  twenty  equal  parts,  and  one  such 
part  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  as  aforesaid  in  each  year  for  twenty  years  after  the  final  passing  of 
this  by-law  during  which  the  said  debentures  have  to  run.

THE  Right  Honourable  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier,  for  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior,  states  under  date  the  31st 
August,  1909,  that  application  has  been  made  by  Mr.  J. 
C.  Maclure,  of  Vancouver,  for  permission  to  purchase 
the  South-East  quarter  of  Section  30,  Township  19, 
East  of  the  Coast  Meridian,  for  brick  manufacturing 
purposes. 

The  Minister  observes  that  the  Agent  of  Dominion 
Lands  at  New  Westminster,  to  whom  this  application 
was  referred,  has  reported  that  the  land  is  of  no  value 
whatever  for  agricultural  purposes,  the  greater  portion 
of  it  being  sheer  precipitous  sandstone  rock  and  side- 
hill. 

That  it  would  appear  from  representations  made  to 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  that  Mr.  Maclure  is 
associated  with  The  Vancouver  Fire  Clay  Company, 
Limited,  which  Company  has  acquired  a considerable 
area  of  land  in  that  vicinity,  and  have  expended  in  the 
establishment  of  a brick  manufacturing  industry  on 
the  lands  so  acquired  the  sum  of  about  $425, 000.00. 
It  would  appear,  also,  that  Mr.  Maclure  desires  to 
acquire  this  quarter  section  for  the  purpose  of  erect- 
ing additional  works,  either  in  connection  with  the 
above  Company  or  as  a subsidiary  enterprise. 

The  Minister  recommends,  as  the  land  applied  for  is 
reported  to  be  of  no  value  for  agricultural  purposes, 
and  as  it  would  appear  to  be  of  some  value  for  the 
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manufacture  of  brick, — that  he  be  authorised  to  dispose 
of  the  quarter  section  in  question  to  Mr.  Maclure  upon 
the  following  terms  and  conditions  : —
